REMARKS 

Claims 1-16, 39, 40, and 42-66 were pending in the application. Of those claims, 
claims 1-16, 39, 40, 42-61, and 63-65 have been allowed and claims 62 and 66 have been 
rejected.

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, this application is considered to 
be in condition for allowance, and an early reconsideration and a Notice of Allowance are 
earnestly solicited.
